HOW  TO  GROW  GOOD  ASTERS 

Seed  should  be  sown  in  shallow  boxes  or  flats,  using  a 
light,  loamy  garden  soil;  sow  thin  and  cover  with  about 
one-eighth  of  an  inch  with  soil,  finely  sifted  and  pressed 
down  firmly.  Keep  the  seed  bed  moist  (not  wet)  either  in 
the  house  where  the  temperature  and  ventilation  are  good, 
or  in  the  hot  bed  in  March,  or  the  cold  frame  in  April. 
Transplant  seedlings  into  pots  or  boxes,  and  keep  in  cold 
frame  until  after  danger  from  frosts  is  past.  Transplant 
to  open  garden  where  they  are  to  bloom,  setting  the  plants 
from  10  to  18  inches  apart.  Asters  may  be  sown  In  the  open 
ground  in  May.  They  enjoy  a  rich  well-dug  soil  and  a 
location  with  some  shade  in  the  late  afternoon.  It  is  better 
not  to  plant  asters  in  the  same  place  two  years  in  succes¬ 
sion.

Poppies  do  not  transplant  readily  and  they  should  be 
sown  where  they  are  to  bloom.  The  ground  should  be  well 
prepared  and  well  pulverized  before  their  sowing  and  the 
seed  should  be  racked  into  loose  soil  lightly.  The  bed  should 
be  kept  moist  until  after  the  plants  are  up  and  well  es¬ 
tablished.  In  the  Eastern  states,  sow  them  in  the  open 
ground  in  April  and  May,  and  in  California  and  other  mild 
sections,  from  October  to  March.  The  seed  may  be  broad¬ 
cast  by  mixing  one  tablespoon  of  poppy  seed  to  one  quart 
of  sand  for  even  distribution  over  planting  area  and  the 
plants  thinned  to  8  inches  apart  when  they  are  well  up,  or 
they  may  be  sown  in  rows  18  inches  apart  and  the  plants 
thinned  later  to  the  proper  spacing.  Be  sure  to  keep  the 
old  flowers  well  picked  for  a  continuous  mass  of  colorful 
blossoms.

Cultivate  and  prepare  ground  in  the  usual  manner,  by 
raking  the  surface  as  fine  and  smooth  as  possible.  Seed  bed 
should  be  firm.  Sow  seed  broadcast.  For  an  easy  way  to 
sow  seed  broadcast,  mix  seed  at  the  rate  of  a  spoonful  to 
a  quart  of  dry  sand.

CULTURE 

Start  the  seed  in  the  hot-bed 
or  cold-frame  in  March  and 
April.  The  soil  should  be  fine¬ 
ly  sifted  garden  loam.  Sow  the 
seed  thin  and  cover  with  a  V2 
inch  sifted  soil.  Firm  gently. 
Keep  moist  but  not  wet. 
Transplant  to  open  ground  in 
May  or  after  all  danger  of 
frost  is  past.  Plant  two  feet 
apart  in  a  sunny  location  in  a 
bed  that  has  been  deeply  dug 
and  where  drainage  is  good. 
Bone  meal  is  a  safe  fertilizer 
to  use  and  with  plently  of 
water  at  the  time  the  buds 
form,  and  cultivation  between 
irrigations,  handsome  flowers 
will  result.  For  fine  flowers, 
disbudding  is  important.  Re¬ 
move  the  buds  that  appear 
soon  after  plant  is  established, 
and  apply  fertilizer.  Thin  the 
branches  to  five  or  six.  Pinch 
off  the  central  or  leading  bud 
on  each  branch  when  it  ap¬ 
pears.  Finally,  allow  one  bud 
on  each  branch  to  mature.

There  seems  to  be  endless  possibilities  of  color 
and  form  packed  into  the  seed  of  dahlias.

All  the  world  loves  the  friendly  Pansy  with 
its  little  Elfin  face,  but  few  gardeners  realize 
how  easily  they  can  be  grown  from  seed.  Since 
quantities  of  them  are  wanted,  if  they  are  to  be 
effective,  it  is  much  cheaper  than  buying  plants. 
By  growing  your  own  plants  you  can  carry  out 
definite  color  schemes. 


Pansies  are  perennials  treated  as  annuals.  They 
will  winter  over  if  given  protection,  in  cold  sections. 
Start  seed  inside  early,  and  harden  in  the  cold  frame 
if  you  live  where  there  are  snows  and  heavy  frosts. 
Plants  will  be  ready  for  open  ground  as  soon  as  the 
frost  is  out.  The  soil  for  seed  and  young  plants  should 
be  three  parts  screened  compost  or  leaf  mold  and  one 
part  sandy  loam.  The  plants  should  be  transplanted 
twice  if  you  want  large  flowers  on  strong  plants. 
Their  final  location  will  want  rich  soil,  with  good 
drainage  and  plenty  of  well-rotted  manure.  It  Is  a 
mistake  to  plant  them  in  the  shade;  they  thrive  in 
the  sun  or  partial  shade. 

For  California  and  mild  sections,  seed  started  in 
July  is  best  for  winter  and  spring  blooming,  but  it 
can  be  as  late  as  February  or  March.

"Enclosed  I  am  sending  photograph  of  a  basket  of 
Petunias  from  seeds  purchased  from  you  last  fall. 

This  basket  of  Petunias  was  awarded  first  prize  (Blue 
Ribbon  and  Cash)  at  the  “International  Tropical  Flower 
Show”  held  at  Miami  Beach,  Florida,  on  March  18.  19, 
and  20th,  1931.  The  basket  measures  42-inches  from 
base  to  top  of  handle — which  will  give  you  an  idea  of 
the  size  of  the  flowers.  The  individual  flowers  were 
very  large,  4  to  6-inches  in  diameter,  and  the  colors 
superb.  One  plant  produced  green  flowers,  faintly 
striped  with  a  very  delicate  pink  in  the  throat.” 


PETUNIA  CULTURE 

Just  follow  these  simple  directions  and  you  will  be  amply 
rewarded : 

Prepare  soil  for  seed  bed  by  mixing  two  parts  good  light, 
clean  soil  or  leaf  mold  with  one  part  sand;  use  no  ferti¬ 
lizer;  sift  through  fine  screen.  Put  this  mixture  into  seed 
pans  or  flats  and  press  down  firmly  and  evenly  within  an 
inch  of  the  top.  Water  thoroughly.  Allow  soaked  soil  to 
drain  well;  then  sprinkle  seed  evenly  on  the  surface.  Press 
seed  lightly  with  a  flat  block  of  wood  and  barely  cover 
with  a  light  sifting  of  sand.  Dust  new-sown  seed  bed 
lightly  with  fine  charcoal  or  sulphur  to  prevent  fungus  from 
developing  and  causing  damping  off.  Keep  seed  bed  moist 
(not  wet)  by  lightly  sprinkling  with  a  very  tine  spray  and 
only  when  necessary.  Cover  pans  or  flats  with  a  pane  of 
glass  and  protect  from  sun  by  shading  with  paper.  Seed 
pans  or  flats  should  be  kept  in  a  warm  location  at  about 
60  degrees,  and  well  ventilated  during  the  germinating 
period.  This  can  best  be  accomplished  by  inserting  small 
pieces  of  wood  between  the  top  of  the  flat  and  the  pane  of 
glass,  allowing  a  small  air  space.  Seed  will  sprout  in 
about  ten  days. 

When  the  seedlings  have  developed  four  or  five  leaves, 
transplant  into  small  pots  or  flats  and  keep  in  a  hot  bed 
or  cold  frame,  or  outside,  if  danger  of  frost  is  over.  This 
is  important:  Save  all  the  weakest  looking  plants,  as  they 
usually  develop  the  finest  flowers.  When  two  or  three 
inches  high,  transplant  into  larger  pots  or  into  the  garden. 
In  eastern  states  Petunia  seed  may  be  sown  from  Febru¬ 
ary'  to  May;  in  California,  to  June.  They  should  finally  be 
set  at  least  eighteen  inches  apart  in  full  sun.  Caution: 
Handle  your  petunia  seed  packets  carefully  as  the  seed  is 
very  fine  and  quite  expensive.

This  is  a  real  gem  for  your  garden 
and  so  rare  that  one  could  almost 
class  it  as  a  novelty.  It  is  our  im¬ 
proved  strain  of  the  Anagallis  and 
if  you  don’t  have  this  new  Peek-a- 
Boo  Bower  in  your  garden  you  will 
miss  seeing  one  of  the  richest  violet 
hlues  imaginable.

The  Culture  of  Early  Flowering  Sweet  Peas 

You  can’t  have  good  flowers  without  good  seeds  but  the 
best  of  seeds  will  not  do  well  if  improperly  planted.  The 
plants  are  deep-rooting  and  the  seedbed  must  be  dug  18 
inches  deep.  Decide  how  long  a  planting  you  are  going 
to  make.  A  bed  of  18  inches  wide  will  accommodate  two 
rows  of  plants.  If  the  row  is  to  be  single,  make  the  bed 
12  inches  wide.  Spread  well-rotted  cow  manure  over  the 
top  of  the  area  alloted  and  spade  12  inches  into  the  soil.  The 
fertilizer  should  be  2  or  3  inches  deep  over  the  surface  be¬ 
fore  you  begin  spading.  If  a  liberal  sprinkling  of  hydrated 
lime  is  added,  the  food  elements  in  the  soil  will  be  more 
readily  available  to  the  plants. 

When  the  bed  is  well  dug  and  the  fertilizer  thoroughly 
mixed  in,  firm  the  bed  by  treading  on  it.  Then  make  two 
drills  ten  inches  apart  and  four  inches  deep;  scatter  the 
seed  along  the  drills,  a  fairly  close  planting  but  not  too 
thick.  Cover  the  seeds  and  firm  the  soil  into  place.  The 
seed  bed  must  be  kept  moist  at  all  times  and,  for  that 
matter,  the  ground  must  never  be  allowed  to  become  dry 
where  Sweet  Peas  are  planted.  It  will  be  necessary  to  apply 
water,  except  in  sections  where  rainfall  is  frequent.  When 
this  is  done,  let  the  irrigation  be  sufficient  to  soak  the 
ground  deeply. 

The  planting  should  be  made  just  as  soon  as  the  ground 
can  be  worked  in  earliest  spring,  for  the  young  plants  need 
to  get  well  started  during  the  cool  days  of  April,  and  May. 
A  belated  cold  snap  sometimes  occurs  which  will  give  the 
plants  a  check  in  their  growth.  To  offset  this  give  an  ap¬ 
plication  of  some  quick  stimulating  fertilizer;  liquid  manure, 
a  solution  of  dried  blood,  or  some  similar  thing.  Bonemeal 
should  be  worked  into  the  top  soil  as  soon  as  the  plants 
are  well  up.  An  occassional  application  of  liquid  manure 
will  sustain  the  production  of  large  flowers  on  long  stems. 

When  the  plants  have  germinated,  they  should  be  thinned 
out  so  they  stand  4  inches  apart. 

The  Early  Winter  Flowering  Spencers  will  bloom  four 
weeks  earlier  in  the  East  than  the  other  types.  In  Cali¬ 
fornia,  of  course,  they  are  planted  in  August  and  September 
and  flower  in  time  for  Christmas. 

Never  let  the  dead  flowers  stay  on  the  vines  and  prevent 
seeds  from  forming  if  you  would  have  them  bloom  for  a 
long  time.

CULTURAL  NOTE  FOR  ORCHID  FLOWERING 

Select  a  rich  garden  soil  in  a  sunny  location.  Dig  out  a 
trench  6  inches  deep  by  12  to  18  inches  wide  and  put  to 
one  side.  Pill  in  2  to  3  inches  of  well-rotted  manure  and 
spade  thoroughly  under  another  12  inches  deep.  Then  re¬ 
place  top  soil  and  work  in  liberal  amount  of  bone  meal  8 
inches  deep.  Thoroughly  soak  with  water.  When  dry 
enough  to  work,  open  a  small  trench  4  inches  deep.  Sow 
seed  in  bottom  and  cover  about  1  inch.  Fill  in  trench  grad¬ 
ually  as  the  plants  grow  until  ground  is  again  level.  Seed 
should  be  sown  1  to  2  inches  apart  in  the  row  and  thinned 
to  6  inches,  as  the  plants  begin  to  crowd.  Provide  wire 
netting  support  as  soon  as  the  plants  show.  They  like 
plenty  of  water  and  cultivation.  After  plants  are  up  12 
inches,  work  top  dressing  of  sheep  manure  and  bone  meal 
into  surface  of  soil  and  water  thoroughly.  Repeat  every 
three  weeks.
